VE 3.01 Definitions. (1) “Advertising” means to gwe notice in any cir-
cular, card, notice, telephone book listing, magazine, newspaper or other
printed materlal or any communication by radio or television,

(2) “Board” means the veterinary examining board,
(3) “Deception’ means:

(a) Claiming to have per[ormed anact or givena treatment which has
not in fact been performed or given.

(b} Cialmmg to have given a fictitious treatment or gwmg neediess
treatment.

(c) Using a, diﬁerent treatment than stated

(4) “Direct : superwston * means to direct, supervxse and mspect at ﬁrst
hand and while in the immediate visual area of the supervising veterina-
rian the implementation of veterinary services rendered _

(5) “Fraud” means:

(a) The makmg of false claims regardmg Imowledge, ab:hty, skills or
facilities for use in treatment or dlagnoms ofa d;sease

(b) The makmg of false claxms regarding testmg, 1nspectmg, reportmg
or issuing inter or intra state health certlﬁcates

(6) “Gross negligence” means a gross, serjous or grave degree of negli-
gence as compared to less serious or more ordinary acts of negligence.

(1) “Veterinary student” means a person enrolled in & veterinary col-
lege which has been approved by the board, in a curriculum leading to a
doctor of veterinary medicine degreée, or a graduate of a school outside
the United States or Canada who is enrolled in the educational commis-
sion for foreign veterinary graduates certlﬁcatlon program of the Ameri-
can veterinary medical association.

VE 3.02 Unprofessional conduei, The following’ acts constitute unpro-'
fessional conduct by a veterinarian and are prohlbxted Unprofessmnal
conduet includes but is not limited to: .

(1) Failure to report to the state department of agriculture the exis-
tence of any communicable disease known to the veterinarian, *“Commu-
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nieable disease” within the meaning of this subsection shall include the
folowing:

{a) Disease for which eradication or &ontrol programs or emergency
stanld-by programs have been established by the state department of ag-
riculture. R S :

(b} Diseases not presently established in the state, but which may pose
a threat to the animal health of the state. Including, but not limited to:
hoof and mouth disease, Rhinderpest, African Swine Fever and Venezue-

lan Equine ‘Encephalomyelitis.

{e) Brucellosis, tuberculosis, sheep scabies, Johne’s disease, hog chol-
era, rabies, scrapie, vésicitlar exanthema, anthrax, and such other dis-
cases as may be designated as communicable by the state department of
agriculture, ' - o o

(2) Fraud, gross riegligence or deception’in the practice of veterinary
medicine, Vo . R

(3) Gross negligence, fraud or deception in the inspection, examina-
tion, testing or reporting of test results in violation of the Wisconsin de-
partment of agriculture, focd and consumer protection ch, 95, Stats.
1977 and eh. Ag 10 Wis. Adm. Code, January 1, 1978, or United States
department of agriculture 3 CFR - chapter 1 Animal and Plant Health
Inspection Services, department of agriculture, January 1, 1978, applica-
ble on the date the tests were made or should have beeh made or inter-
state, intrastate or international mevement of animals. Gross negligence
uﬁl’der this subsection includes thé following acts but is not limited to
them: ; .

(8) The personal use, misuse, or sale, other than for med:cal treatment
of animal patients, of the drugs listed in the U.S, Controlied Substances
Act of 1970, as amended, or ch. 161, Stats. 1977, Not included are drugs -
prescribed by a physu:lan for mdlv:dual use by the veterinarian at any
given time. - .

(9 Gonv1ction by a court of law of a charge of cruelty to animals.

(10) Failure to keep the veterinary | facility and all equipment in a elean
and sanitary condition while practicing as a veterinarian.

(11) Failure of a licensee to notify the board prior to engaging in the
supervision of a veterinary student.

{12) Allowmg a veterinary student to treat an animal without the vet-
erinarian giving supervision.

(13) Tailure of the veterinarian to advise the client that the person
assisting is a vetermarg student and the number of years of vetermary
curriculum completed by such veterinary student.,

{14) Knowingly having a professional association with, or employing
any person not licensed to practice veterinary medicine except under the
direct supervision of a veterinarian,

(15) Failure to comply with any provision of ch, 95, Stats. 1977 or ch.
Ag 10 of the Wis, Adm. Code, April 1977.

(18) Failure of a licensee to permit the board or its agents to enter and
inspect the licensee’s practice facilities, vehicle, equipment and records
during office hours and other reasonable hours,

{17) Knowingly having a professional association with, or employing
any person to practice veterinary medicine in violation of the Veterinary
Prac&tce Act, ch. 453 Stats. or the rules of the vetermary examining
boar .

{18) Engaging in unsolicited communications to the board regarding a
matter under investigation by the board other than to the lnvestlgatlve
member of the board. ‘

(19)-Advertising in a manner which is false, fraudulent, mlsleadmg or
deceptive, or knowingly maintaining a professional assocmtmn with an-
other veterinarian or veterinary firm that advertises in a manner which is
false, fraudulent, misleading or deceptive.

{20) Seliing animal prescription drugs, other than as permitted under
the United States Food and Drug Act and regulations dpromu!gated
thereunder (21 CFR 1.106{¢), preseription legend animal drugs), which
regulations restriet the listed drugs to use only by or on the order of a
licensed veterinarian.

(21) Practicing under an expired license,

(22) Allowing a certified animal technician to do any of the acts pro-
hibited under ¢h, VE 7 or to faii to make a good {aith investigation to
aﬁceﬁta{% that the certified animal technician abides by the requirements
of ¢h, 7.
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(23) Prescribing, ordering, dispensing, administering, supplying, sell-
ing or giving of any amphetamine, its salts, isomers and salts of its iso-
mers or related sympathomimetic amine drug designated as a Schedule
II drug in ch, 161, Stats., except for the treatment of narcolepsy or hy-
perkinesis in animals who do not respond to other methods of treatment,
or {or elinieal research of these compounds as approved by the hoard. A

written description of the intended research project proposed shall he .

filed with the board prior to conducting the research,

(24) Failure to keep records as a dispenser of controlled substances as
required by s. 161.81, Stats., and s. Phar 8.02.

(25) Failure to include on the label of a preseription drug the generic or
brand name of the drug dispensed, the name and address of the ¢linic or
veterinarian dispensing the drug, the directions for use and caution
statements required by law.

(26) Failure to maintain and keep for at least 3 years individual client
records for herd or food animal patients and individual patient records
for companion animai patients which specify adequately the diagnosis
m(ajdg, treatment provided and the name of the veterinarian who pro-
vided care.

(27) Having a license, certificate, permit or registration granted by an-
other state to practice as a veterinarian limited, suspended or revoked or
sttbject to any other disciplinary action.

(28) Conduet in the practice of veterinary medicine which evidences a
lack of knowledge or ability to apply professional prineiples or skils.
